W ashington, Dec. 7.—The president 
transm itted to congress the report of 
the Hawaiian commission. 
P art of the 
report describes the islands, etc. 
Three bills are form ulated for the 
• consideration of congress. 
The first 
and principal one outlines a general 
plan of governm ent aud the other two 
deal with subordinate questions. The 
main bill provides for the admission of 
the islands as a territory to be styled 
“ the territory of Hawaii.*’ The bill 
contains provisions for the government 
of the territory, giviug it executive, 
legislative aud judicial officers. 
A gov­ 
ernor, secretary of the territory, a 
United States district judge, a United 
states district attorney aud a United 
States marshal are to be appointed by 
the president and an internal revenue 
district 
and a customs district are 
created. 
Probably the most im portant portion 
of the bill is section 4, defining citizen­ 
ship, which provides that “all white 
persons, including Portuguese and per­ 
sons of African descent, and all persons 
descended from the Hawaiian race, on 
either the paternal or m aternal side, 
who were citizens of the republic of 
Hawaii immediately prior to the trans­ 
fer of the sovereignty thereof to the 
United States, are hereby declared to 
be citizens of the United States.” 
Provision is made for a legislature to 
consist of two houses, a senate to con 
gist of lo members, as at present, aud a 
house of representatives consisting of 30 
members. 
The supreme court is to be 
the supreme authority in an election 
contest. 
A st rato r is required to be a male 
citizen of the United States, 30 years of 
age, to have resided in the territory 
three years, be the owner in his own 
right of $r,OOO worth of property, or 
to have during the preceding year re­ 
ceived $1,000 income.

chancellor, C am illus J. Kidder, pre­ 
sided in the absence of Colonel W illiam 
Carey Sangei, the chancellor, w*ho is in 
cam p w ith his command. Telegram s of 
regret were read from him aud from 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, both of 
which were liberally applauded. 
The 
chairm an introduced as the first speaker 
the Rev. Thomas R. Slicer, who spoke 
on “ Indian Affairs Iii Colonial Tim es.” 
He was followed by Chester S. Lord in 
response to the toast “ The Colonial 
N ew sgatherer.’’ “ Our Present Colonial 
Policy” was the subject assigned to 
General Daniel Butterfield, aud he ad­ 
vocated strongly a m ilitary colonial pol­ 
icy. He said in part: 
“ If the inhabitants of our newly ac­ 
quired possessions were of the same ster­ 
ling qualities and intelligence as our 
original colonies, the policy question 
would settle itself. 
There is where the 
whole difficulty comes in a response to 
the subject you give me. 
We w ant a 
compromise. A new page in our history 
is opened. 
We are aligned, perhaps al­ 
lied somewhat, in policy w ith England.’ 
Shall we be as wise as England and 
hold our governm ent and rule w ithin 


m isruled so many years, 
xnere is neeu 
of a strong arm to subdue guerrillas, 
banditti, etc., the natural legacy from 
years of Spanish oppression and m is­ 
rule. 
M ilitary occupation for a very 
considerable period is forced upon us. 
Let us keep it there until every evi­ 
dence conies to us and satisfies us the 
basis of fitness and education is up to 
the standard of our original colonies. 
Then set them up for themselves, as we 
did, or add them as w orthy stars to our 
constellation, if we can get a ii ag big 
enough.”

The Roman colony, Colonia, was an 
outpost of the empire, garrisoned by 
Roman veterans, an extended Rome in 
the fullest sense of the term . Therefore 
to become a colony a country m ust be | 
almost unoccupied aud must be qualified 
by clim ate for the colonizing race to 
live aud thrive and m ultiply there. 
It 
is hardly too much to say th at our race j 
cannot thrive under the conditions of ; 
life which obtain in our new posses- j 
sinus. 
Therefore we should not call I 
them colonies. 
“ They are in reality dependencies, j 
W hat does the word dependency signify? ; 
It means aud involves the faculty of 
care and watchfulness of those depend- ; 
eut on us. 
The weaknesses of our po­ 
litical system, its corruption and v en al-1 
iry, are likely to appoar w ith increased 
virulence in the far countries which j 
have recently come into our possession I

ROOSEVELT ON THE NAVY. 


The C olonel Strongly L oses the Re- j 
orK*niasatlon of It* P ersonnel. 


In the 
December num ber of The 
North 
American 
Review Governor 
Elect Roosevelt of New York publisher 
the first article from bis pen which ha*- 
appeared since his election. It is a plea 
in favor of a measure for the reorgani 
zation of the personnel of the navy, 
which is soon to be considered by con- j 
gross. 
Colonel Roosevelt describes the 
state of friction between the line offl-; 
cers and the engineers which he found 
existing soon after he became assistant 
secretary of the navy. 
The measure is 
the result of consideration given to this 
question by a board containing both 
line aud engineer officers, and the p rin ­ 
ciple adopted by the board as the basis 
of the measure was that both branches 
of the service should be amalgam ated, 
so th at the American naval officer here­ 
after shall be essentially a fighting en 
gineer. 
Colonel Roosevelt points out that 
though this change may seem radical, 
it is not so. “ It is ,” he says, “ proposed 
simply in order th at the officer may fit 
the work, because the work itself hats 
radically changed since the present or­ 
ganization of the navy was devised. 
The advent of the steam engine, with 
the consequent gradual growth of ma j 
ehinery on board ship, is, of course, the j 
cause of the change. Even as late as oui I 
civil war, sailing ships were still em ­ 
p lo y e d 
part of the fighting force ol 
our navy, although the active work was 
perfumed by steamers. Since that time 
tile importance of machinery on boat 
our vessels has enormously increased, 
while sails have entirely disappeared, 
aud with the growth of the machinery 
the duties of the line officer have 
changed until he has become in fact, 
although not in name, an engineer. ” 
“ It is useless, ’ says Colonel Roose­ 
velt, iii conclusion, “ to spend million* 
of dollars in the building of perfect 
fighting machines unless we make the 
personnel which is to handle these m a­ 
chines equally perfect. We have an ex­ 
cellent navy now, but we can never 
afford to relax our efforts to make iti 
better still 
: face some enemy far more formidable 
I than Spam. 
In my judgm ent, the per­ 
sonnel bill will markedly increase the 
1 efficiency of our already efficient offi- 
' cers. ”

General Butterfield’s Views as 
to Their Government. 


ADVOCATES 
MILITARY 
RULE. 


Kn>* Preen ntionw Mimt He T ake* to

The New York Chapter of the Colo­ 
nial Order held its annual banquet at 
Sherry’s in New York the other night 
aud alternated in the consideration be 
tween the historical American colonies 
and the new colonies now becoming a 
part of American history. 
The vice 
chancellor, Camillus J. Kidder, pro­ 
sided iii the absence of Colonel William 
Carey Sangei, the chancellor, who is in 
camp with his command. Telegrams of 
regret were read from him and from 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, both of 
which were liberally applauded. 
The 
chairman introduced as the first speaker 
the Rev. Thomas R. Slicer, who spoke 
on “ Indian Alfa irs In Colonial Times.” 
He was followed by Chester S. Lord in 
response to tile toast “ The Colonial 
Newsgatherer. ” “ Our Present Colonial 
Policy” was tim subject assigned to 
General Daniel Butterfield, and he ad­ 
vocated strongly a m ilitary colonial pol­ 
icy. He said in part: 
“ If the inhabitants of our newly ac­ 
quired possessions wero of the same ster­ 
ling qualities and intelligence as our 
original colonies, the policy question 
would settle itself. 
There is where tile 
whole difficulty comes in a response to 
the subject you give me. 
We want a 
compromise. A new page in our history 
is opened. 
We are aligned, perhaps al­ 
lied somewhat, in policy with England.* 
Shall we be as wise as England and 
hold our government and rule within 
ourselves? Put up the bars aud so de­ 
clare by constitutional amendment if 
need be. 
No more states outside our 
present boundaries on this continent. 
Colonies if you w ill—yes, aud for them 
a colonial policy. 
“ Shall the mathematics of population 
dominate the moral, political aud com­ 
mercial considerations involved? 
No. 
If so, Hawaii can knock at the doors of | 
congress for admission, and what would ! 
she be?—about 5,000 intelligent whites, I 
counting our British brethren there, as I 
against more than ten times that num ­ 
ber of raw' Japanese and native Ha­ 
waiians. Think of that uneducated vote 
bandied by political adventurers and 
greedy corporations I 
“ No, gentlemen, unless we want to 
accentuate the present all sufficient 
abuses of our political system aud stim ­ 
ulate corruption by endowing ignorance 
with power, we shall not tolerate the 
idea that Hawaii, Cuba, Porto Rico, 
the Philippines or even Alaska are to 
be erected into states of this Union. 
Within the sound of my voice there are 
those who will live long enough to see 
the day when, if these foreign races are 
admitted as states, one branch alone, 
the Asiatics, under a moderately close 
political division of our own people, 
could hold a balance of power in con­ 
gress to settle such questions as, for in­ 
stance, gold or silver money, paper or 
fiat money, 
based on sugar, 
hemp, 
wheat, tobacco or other products, de­ 
clare aud support a state religion for 
our military posts, regiments, ships of 
war, territorial and race schools or 
other grave and serious questions not 
unlikely to arise in a government like 
ours under such conditions. 
“ Now, how shall we govern these 
people? What shall be our policy? Ii 
answer: Make them colonies and have i 
a colonial policy—one that will enable I 
us to devolve their government upon ; 
themselves as fast as they develop ca­ 
pacity therefor, hut that shall not open 
the door for their exercise of any power 
or control, however remote, in our gov ] 
eminent. 
To govern with the military 
arm is the only sound, practical solu­ 
tion of the problem. 
It will need no 
large army to properly garrison our 
Asiatic ami West Indian possessions 
with the aid of our magnificent navy, 
of which we are so justly proud and 
which we must and will maintain.

“ The cardinal principle of the prac­ 
tical military mind is order and disci

banditti, etc., the natural legacy from 
years of spanish oppression and mis- 
I rule. 
Military occupation fur a very 
considerable period is forced upon us. 
i Let us keep it there until every evi­ 
dence conies to us and satisfies us the 
basis of fitness and education is up to 
the standard of our original colonies. 
Then set them lip for themselves, as we 
I did, or add them as worthy stars to our 
constellation, if we can get a flag big 
enough. ” 
“ America” was sung, ami the chair 
man introduced Captain A. T. Mahan, 
who spoke to the toast, * The Army and 
N avy.” 
He said: 
“ Two principal thoughts come to me 
in considering the question of our new 
possessions. 
One is that, as applied to 
them, the word ‘colony’ is a misnomer. 
The Roman colony, Colonia, was an 
outpost of the empire, garrisoned by 
Roman veterans, an extended Rome in 
the fullest sense of the term. Therefore 
to become a colony a country must be 
almost unoccupied ami must be qualified 
by climate for the colonizing race ti) 
live aud thrive aud multiply there. 
It 
is hardly too much to say that our race 
cannot thrive under the conditions of 
life which obtain in our new posses­ 
sions. 
Therefore we should not call 
them colonies. 
“ They are in reality dependencies.

Ira Marlatt, who is serving a life 
sentence for murder committed in this 
county, has become ill-tempered again 
and, permitted to leave the big cage 
during the day, he is locked up securely 
at night. The cage was built especially 
for him. The prison officials arrived at 
the conclusion that Marlatt, who was 
formerly known as “the prison demon,” 
sympathised with the convicts who were 
frequently taken to the cellar for pun­ 
ishment, and decided to have him locked 
up. 
It has been a long time since Marlatt 
has shown any bad tendencies, but of 
late he has been observed to hover about 
the cells of the convicts doiug penance, 
and frequently to say that it is a shame 
that they were mistreated so. A $5 bill 
is said to have been found on him, and 
it is believed that, because he had the 
freedom of the prison cellar, he has used 
it to make money by furnishing the 
prisoners food. 
Warden Coffin caught him talking to 
O’Neill and then ordered him locked up 
in the cage in the dungeon. 
After he was locked up Marlatt was 
heard to make threats of what he would 
do if he was not released. It has been 
decided to lock him up every night for a 
while as it seems that the officials can 
not keep him away from the cells in 
which prisoners are kept.

liberator, as Aguinaldo is styled, and 
bis counselors and soldiers, and the 
pledging of faith to the Republica Fili- 
pinas, accompanied by occasional allu­ 
sions to America, which were invariably 
greeted with applause. An American 
medical officer, who was one of the 
speakers, took occasion to annonnoe 
that a cable had just been received to 
the effect that the United States had 
demanded of Spain an indemnity of 
$90,000,000 or the cession of all her 
East India possessions, and that Spain 
had acceded to the latter alternative. 
This statement was received with a 
shout of approval, and there followed 
vivas in rapid succession to the United 
States, President McKinley, the Ameri­ 
cans, Aguinaldo, the Philippine repub­ 
lic and everything else their enthusiasm 
could suggest, Aguinaldo himself pro­ 
posing vivas for the Americans. 
This sentiment is not simply an ex­ 
pression of present policy, but is gen­ 
uine on the part of the great masses of 
the people. They are immensely pleased 
with the Americans, who have come so 
far across the sea to overthrow the pow 
er of their immemorial oppressors, lu 
my judgment, this is all the masses care 
for, to be relieved from Spanish rule 
and burdensome taxes, and if the Amer­ 
ican government gives them this they 
would be perfectly satisfied with the 
present status were it not for the influ­ 
ential classes urging them on to the sup­ 
port of an independent republic. At 
present the influence of the leaders is 
powerful. Aguinaldo is almost vener­ 
ated as “ El Libredor,” and the idea of 
an independent government under the 
protection of the United States has tak­ 
en fe strong hold upon the class compos­ 
ing his army. 
It is on this basis they 
cheer the Americans, and they always 
are careful to include the Republica 
Filipinas in all such sentiments.

There was nothing except the style of 
furniture aud architecture aud the color 
of the dancers to remind me that I was 
not attending a ball in my native land 
if I except my inability to converse bril­ 
liantly in Spanish. 
The music was su­ 
perb, the highly polished hard wood 
floor perfect for dancing, the guests 
were good dancers and the etiquette of 
the ballroom correct. For refined cour­ 
tesy recommend me to the educated 
Filipino. He plays the host aud guest 
with equally delicate courtesy and re­ 
finement. He ie spotlessly clean in per­ 
son aud raiment and a thorough gentle­ 
man. Nothing but an unreasoning prej­ 
udice against color would prevent him 
from being a welcome guest in any 
American house. The same may be said 
of the ladies. As for color, they are very 
light, even when there is no admixture 
of white blood, especially the native of 
Pampanga. The tint is not that of the 
American mulatto or half caste African, 
but a brighter brown or light yellow. 
Of course as one goes downward in the 
social scale he comes in contact with 
customs that do not charm bim, bot in 
the main he finds personal cleanliness 
everywhere, associated strangely with 
an indifference to cleanliness in Bor 
roundings that it is difficult to com pre- 
hend.

The New York Post’s correspondent 
at Manila, writing under the date of 
Oct. 1 5 about a Filipino banquet, says: 
About an hour after our arrival at the 
house of our host in San Fernando, 
Pumpanga, we were drawn to the w in­ 
dow overlooking the decorated street by 
the strains of m artial music and saw ap­ 
proaching the celebrated native band, 
followed by Aguinaldo behind his four 
milk white steeds aud surrounded by a 
mounted bodyguard. 
He raised his hat 
in greeting to some of our party as he 
passed, while many of bis staff aud of­ 
ficers and civil dignitaries in the suc­ 
ceeding carriages and on foot shouted 
salutations. 
Behind them marched a 
body of troops as an escort. 
President Aguinaldo proceeded to the 
large government house, where he held 
a reception and was entertained at a 
banquet. The Americans were presented 
to him and sat at the table as guests of 
honor. Previously, however, there was 
a review of the troops, some 3,000 of 
them marching past the window where 
Aguinaldo stood. 
The 
review over, 
Aguinaldo made a speech in Tagalo to 
the crowd that filled the plaza, but ow­ 
ing to an unfortunate neglect of my 
early education I ani unable to repeat 
it. There were, however, occasional a l­ 
lusions to the Americans, which always 
evoked exclamations of approval. The 
ceremony concluded with the inevitable 
photograph, Aguinaldo being taken with 
his fair Amorican visitors and the group 
of officers and dignitaries. Then follow­ 
ed the banqnet. 
Let no one imagine this was a feast 
of rice and garlic. On the contrary, 
away oat here in an interior province 
of Lacon, w ith no one present besides 
the natives except the few American 
guests, I sat down to as fine a dinner as 
it was ewer my good fortune to attend. 
There were spotless linen, fine crockery 
and tableware in abondance, cut glass 
and silver, while the menu embraced a 
multitude of finely cooked dishes, with 
champagne and other wines. Fish, flesh, 
fowl and fruit, with innumerable deli­ 
cacies, served promptly and in good 
style, kept us busy for more than an 
hour, and then came the toasts, both in 
Spanish and Tagalo. So far as my lim ­ 
ited acquaintance with the former lan­ 
guage enabled me to follow the speak­ 
ers, I gathered that the substance of all 
the speeches consisted of praise of the 
liberator, as Aguinaldo is styled, and 
bis counselors and soldiers, and the 
pledging of faith to the Republica Fili- 
pioas, accompanied by occasional allu­ 
sions to America, which were invariably 
greeted with applause. 
An American 
medical officer, who was one of the 
speakers, took occasion to announce 
that a cable bad just been received to 
the effect that the United States had 
demanded of Spain an indemnity of 
$90,000,000 or the cession of all her 
East India possessions, and that Spain 
had acceded to the latter alternative. 
This statement was received with a 
shout of approval, aud there followed 
vivas in rapid succession to the United 
States, President McKinley, the Ameri­ 
cans, Aguinaldo, the Philippine repub­ 
lic and everything else their enthusiasm 
could suggest, Aguinaldo himself pro­ 
posing vivas for the Americans. 
This sentiment is not simply an ex­ 
pression of present policy, but is gen­ 
uine on the part of the great masses of 
the people. They are immensely pleased 
with the Americans, who have come so 
far across the sea to overthrow the pow 
er of their immemorial oppressors. 
In 
my judgment, this is all the masses care 
for, to be relieved from Spanish rule 
and burdensome taxes, aud if the Amer­ 
ican government gives them this they 
would be perfectly satisfied with the 
present status were it not for the influ­ 
ential classes urging them on to the sup­ 
port of an independent republic. 
At 
present the influence of the leaders is 
powerful. 
Aguinaldo is almost vener­ 
ated as “ El Libredor, ” and the idea of 
an independent government under the 
protection of the United States has tak­ 
en fe strong hold upon the class compos­ 
ing his army. 
It is on this basis they 
cheer the Americans, and they always 
are careful to include the Republica 
Filipinas in all such sentiments. 
Returning from the banquet to our 
host’s residence, we indulged in the in­ 
evitable siesta preparatory to attending 
the grand ball in the evening. 
It was 
held at the house of a wealthy planter, 
a spacious mansion, and was attended 
only by the president aud his staff, the 
local officials and their families, a few 
visitors from Manila aud our party of 
four. The people generally were having 
festivities of their own at other houses. 
In every respect the ball was such as 
would be given at the boose of a 
wealthy and refined American family. 
Aguinaldo and his staff and the Ameri­ 
can officers were in uniform, while the 
other gentlemen were in civilian even­ 
ing dress. 
The ladies were attired in 


rich costumes or t-ifloroiuerefl auk arni 
cloth, made in the Ei Ii p in o c le 
and decorated with diamonds 
play of diamonds was extraordinary. 
There were

rings, earrings, 
brooches, pins, hair 
ornaments and 
even watches studded with them, soli 
ta ires and clusters.

the Filipinos. 
There was nothing except the style of 
furniture and architecture and the color 
of the dancers to remind me that I was 
not attending a ball in my native land 
if I except my inability to converse bril­ 
liantly in Spanish. 
The music was su­ 
perb, the highly polished hard wood 
floor perfect for dancing, the guests 
were good dancers and the etiquette of 
the ballroom correct. 
For refined cour­ 
tesy recommend me to the educated 
Filipino. 
He plays the host aud guest 
with equally delicate courtesy and re­ 
finement. He ie spotlessly clean in per­ 
son aud raiment and a thorough gentle­ 
man. Nothing but an unreasoning prej­ 
udice against color would prevent him 
from being a welcome guest in any 
American house. The same may be said 
of the ladies. As for color, they are very 
light, even when there is no admixture 
of white blood, especially the native of 
Pampanga. The tint is not that of the 
American mulatto or half caste African, 
but a brighter brown or light yellow. 
Of course as one goes downward in the 
social scale he comes in contact with 
customs that do not charm bim, but in 
the main he finds personal cleanliness 
everywhere, associated strangely with 
an indifference to cleanliness in sur­ 
roundings that it is difficult to compre­ 
hend. 
A little after m idnight we withdrew 
from the ballroom a n d were soon sound­ 
ly asleep on our palm mats on the floor 
of our entertainer, from which we were 
aroused at 5 o’clock in the morning to 
take the train for Manila.

W a s h i n g t o n , Dec. 7.—The measure 
which will serve as the basis for the 
legislation of congress this session look 
ing to the increase and remodeling of 
the regular United States army has 
been completed by the commanding 
general of the army and was handed by 
him to Secretary Alger, who will trans­ 
mit it to congress, probably through 
the chairman of the house committee 
on military affairs,Representative Hull, 
after he had an opportunity to make 
any changes that he may deem desira­ 
ble. 
The explanation of the broad general 
principles of the bill (one feature of 
w h ic h provides for the creation of three 
new offices, a general and two lieuten­ 
ant generals of the army, in accordance 
with the practice of modern military 
nations) is disclosed in a letter, written 
by General Miles to Secretary Alger, in 
which ne said in part: 
“ I havo the honor to submit herewith 
the draft of a bill for the reorganization 
of the United States army based on a 
strength of one soldier to 1,000 of the 
population of the United States aud 
two soldiers to 1,000 of the populatiou 
in 
the depeudent colonies—approxi­ 
mately 100,000. 
“ The proportion of artillery, cavalry 
aud infantry is in accordance with the 
immediate necessities of the United 
States. 
•* We have 4,000 miles of coast, with 
27 principal harbors, where are locati <1 
millions ot people and property of al­ 
most inestimable value. 
That they 
should properly be defended is deman- 
I by every consideration of prudence

ADVOCATES 
MILITARY 
RULE. 


Says P re c a u tio n * Must B r T a k e n to 
P re v e n t New T e r rito ry F ro m In- 
vadinK th e I Ilion—4 n p ta in M ahan 
P o in t* tint Th ut O ur Nev* Inland* 
Pun N ever Be Colonie*. 


The New York Chapter of the Colo­ 
nial Order held its annual banquet at 
Sherry’s in New York the other night 
and alternated in the consideration be 
tween the historical American colonies 
and the new colonies now becoming a 
part of American history. 
The vice 
chancellor, Camillus J. Kidder, pre­ 
sided in the absence of Colonel William 
Carey Sangei, the chancellor, who is in 
camp with his command. Telegrams of 
regret were read from him aud from 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, both of 
which were liberally applauded. 
The 
chairman introduced as the first speaker 
the Rev. Thomas R. Slicer, who spoke 
on "Indian Allairs In Colonial Times.” 
He was followed by Chester S. Jxird in 
response to the toast " T h e Colonial 
Newsgatherer. ” "O ur Present Colonial 
Policy” was the subject assigned to 
General Daniel Butterfield, and he ad­ 
vocated strongly a m ilitary colonial pol­ 
icy. He said in part: 
" I f the inhabitants of our newly ac­ 
quired possessions were of the same ster­ 
ling qualities aud intelligence as our 
original colonies, the policy question 
would settle itself. 
There is where the 
whole difficulty comes in a response to 
the subject you give me. 
We want a 
compromise. A new page in our history 
is opened. 
We are aligned, perhaps al­ 
lied somewhat, in policy with England. 
Shall we be as wise as England and 
hold our government and rule within 
ourselves? P ut up the bars aud so de­ 
clare by constitutional amendment if 
need be. 
No more states outside our 
present boundaries on this continent. 
Colonies if you w ill—yes, aud for them 
a colonial policy. 
"Shall the mathematics of population 
dominate the moral, political aud com­ 
mercial considerations involved? 
No. 
If so, Hawaii can knock at the doors of 
congress for admission, and what would 
she be':—about 5,000 intelligent whites, 
counting our British brethren there, as 
against more than ten times that num ­ 
ber of raw Japanese and native H a­ 
waiians. Think of that uneducated vote 
handled by political adventurers aud 
greedy corporations! 
"No, gentlemen, unless we want to 
accentuate the present all 
sufficient 
abuses of our political system and stim ­ 
ulate corruption by endowing ignorance 
with power, we shall not tolerate the 
idea that Hawaii, Cuba, Porto Rico, 
the Philippines or even Alaska are to 
be erected into states of this Union. 
W ithin the sound of my voice there are 
those who will live long enough to see 
the day when, if these foreign races are 
admitted as states, one branch alone, 
the Asiatics, under a moderately close 
political division of our own people, 
could hold a balance of power iu con­ 
gress to settle Much questions as, bar in­ 
stance, gold or silver money, paper or 
fiat money, 
based on 
sugar, 
hemp, 
wheat, tobacco or other products, de­ 
clare aud support a state religion for 
our military posts, regiments, ships of 
war, territorial and race schools or 
other grave and serious questions not 
unlikely to arise in a government like 
ours under such conditions. 
"N o w , how shall we govern these 
people? 
What shall he our policy? I 
answer: Make them colonies and have 
a colonial policy—one that will enable 
us to devolve their government upon 
themselves as fast as they develop ca­ 
pacity theiefor, hut that shul! not open 
the door for their exercise of any power 
or control, however remote, in our gov 
annuent. 
To govern w ith the m ilitary 
arm is the only sound, practical solu­ 
tion of the problem. 
It will ue**d DO 
large arm y to properly garrison our 
Asiatic 
and West Indian 
possessions 
with the aid Of our magnificent navy, 
of which we are so justly proud and 
which we must and will m aintain.

" T h e third reason for urging m ilitary 
government lur col Oil ie! is a corollary 
to my second. 
It will be vastly more 
economical and more efficient. 
" T h e cardinal principle of the prac­ 
tical m ilitary rn iud is order aud disci­ 
pline. Order is the prim ary need where 
inferior faces abound, and where the 
im practical, disorderly 
Spaniard 
has 


misruled so many years, 
.mere is neeu 
of a strong arm to subdue guerrillas, 
banditti, etc., the natural legacy from 
years of spanish oppression aud mis­ 
rule. 
Military occupation for a very 
considerable period is forced upon os. 
Let us keep it there until every evi­ 
dence conies to us and satisfies us the 
basis of fitness and education is up to 
the standard of our original colonies. 
Then set them up for them St Ives, as we 
did, or add them as worthy stars to our 
constellation, if we can get a flag big 
enough. ” 
"A m erica” was sung, and the chair 
man introduced Captain A. T. Mahan, 
who spoke to the toast, * The Army and 
N avy.” 
He said: 
"T w o principal thoughts come to me 
in considering the question of our new 
possessions. 
One is that, as applied to 
them, the word ‘colony’ is a misnomer. 
The Roman colony, Colonia, was an 
outpost of the empire, garrisoned by 
Roman veterans, an extended Rome in 
the fullest sense of the term. Therefore 
to become a colony a country must be 
almost, unoccupied and must be qualified 
by climate for the colonizing race to 
live and thrive and multiply there. 
It 
is hardly too much to say that our race 
cannot thrive under the conditions of 
life which obtain in our new posses­ 
sions. 
Therefore we should uot call 
them colonies. 
"They are in reality dependencies. 
What does the word dependency signify : 
It means aud involves tho faculty of 
care and watchfulness of those depend­ 
ent on us. 
The weaknesses of our po­ 
litical system, its corruption and venal­ 
ity, are likely to appear with increased 
virulence in the far countries which 
I,ave recently come into our possession 
and will be dependent upon us for a long 
time to come, those countries for whose 
good we should exercise the keenest 
watchfulness 
"A ud that brings me to my second 
thought, the matter of military adm in­ 
istration, which General Butterfield has 
so ably advocated. 
A military training 
inculcates not only those qualities of 
discipline and order which he has de­ 
scribed, that loyalty aud obedience, but 
a fco one other quality peculiarly fitting 
the m ilitary or naval officer to deal 
with an inferior race, a race that must 
be guided and cared for, and that is the 
fact that in free countries at least the 
military and naval officers deal inti­ 
mately and continually with men who 
are dependent upon them, 
l he seaman 
or soldier is the charge of the officer. 
whose business and pride it is to see not 
only that he does his duty, but that he 
is looked after and cared for in every 
respect. 
This it is that constitutes our 
officers the best possible guardians for 
these new nations, giving them justice 
and fair piny after so many years cd 
miserable oppression.” — New York 
Sun.

ROOSEVELT ON THE NAVY. 


T he C olonel S tro n g ly I rue* Che R e 
o r it ii ii I v.H 11 on of It* P e rs o n n e l. 
In the December number of The 
North 
American 
Review Governor 
Elect Roosevelt of New York publishes 
the first article from his pen which hat 
appeared since his election. 
It is a plea 
in favor of a measure for the reorgani 
zatiou of the personnel of the navy. 
which is soun to be considered by con­ 
gress. 
Colonel Roosevelt describes the 
state of friction between the line offi­ 
cers and the engineer# which he found 
existing soon after he became assistant 
secretary of the navy. 
The measure is 
the result of consideration given to this 
question by a board containing both 
liue aud engineer officers, and the p rin ­ 
ciple adopted by the board as the basis 
of the measure was that both branches 
of the service should be amalgamated, 
so that the American naval officer here 
after shall be essentially a fighting en 
giueer. 
Colonel 
Roosevelt 
points out that 
though this change m ay seem radical, 
it is not so. " I t is ,” he says, "proposed 
simply in order that the officer may fit! 
the work, because the work itself bai* 
radically changed ainee the present or 
gauizatiou of the navy was devised 
The advent of the steam engine, w ith 
the consequent gradual grow th of nm-J 
chiuery on board ship, is, of course, th* 
cause cif tie* changa. Even as late as oui 
civil war, sailing ships were still em 
ployed as part of the fighting force of f 
our navy. although the active work war 
p e rfu m e d by sn timers. Bine* that time 
the im portance of m achinery on bon 
our vt -sels has enormously inercao 
w hile miiis have entirely disappt*»re<i, 
a u d w i t h the grow th of the machinery 
t fie duties of 
the 
line officer have 
changed u n til he bas become in fact, 
alt hough uot in name, an engineer. 
" It la useless, ” pays Colonel Rouse 
veil, in conclusion, " to spend million- 
of dollars in the building of perfect 
fighting machines unless we make tilt 
personnel which is to handle these ma* j 
chines equally perfoqt. We have an ex 
oelient navy now, but we can uevei 
a fiord to relax our efforts to make it j 
better still 
Next time we may have th 
face soma enemy fur more formidable, 
than Spain. 
In my judgment, the per 
sonnel bill will markedly increase the 
efficiency of our a1 toady efficient otfi 
cera. ”

Daring 
lie year many miles of heavy steel rails 
Live been laid on new and improved 
roadbed solidly constructed w ith crushed 
limestone ballast. 
The Pennsylvania is 
tie pioneer in the use of lim estone for 
track ballast, aud is the only railway 
system using im m ense quantities of it 
for the purpose in question. 
Limestone 
quarries are operated at various points 


a b 
t h e lines especially to supply the 
•rushed stone ballast, and thousands of 
Mr loads are annually converted into 
substantial roadbed.

The New York Post’s correspondent 
at Manila, writing under the date of 
Oct. 15 about a Filipino banquet, says: 
About an hour after our arrival at the 
house of our host in San Fernando, 
Painpanga, we were drawn to the w in­ 
dow overlooking the decorated street by 
the strains of m artial music and saw ap­ 
proaching the celebrated native band, 
followed by Aguinaldo behind his four 
milk white steeds aud surrounded by a 
mounted bodyguard. 
He raised bis hat 
in greeting to some of our party as he 
passed, while many of his staff aud of­ 
ficers and civil dignitaries in the suc­ 
ceeding carriages and on foot shouted 
salutations. 
Behind them marched a 
body of troops as an escort. 
President Aguinaldo proceeded to the 
large government house, where he held 
a reception and was entertained at a 
banquet. The Americans were presented 
to him aud sat at the table as guests of 
honor. Previously, however, there was 
a review of the troops, some 3,000 of 
them marching past the window where 
Aguinaldo stood. 
The 
review over, 
Aguinaldo made a speech iii Fagalo to 
the crowd that filled the plaza, but ow­ 
ing to an unfortunate neglect of my 
early education I ani unable to repeat 
it. There were, however, occasional al­ 
lusions to the Americans, which always 
evoked exclamations of approval. 
The 
ceremony concluded with the inevitable; 
photograph, Aguinaldo being taken with 
his fair American visitors and the group 
of officers and dignitaries. Then follow­ 
ed the banquet. 
Let no one imagine this was a feast 
of rice and garlic. 
On the contrary, 
away out here in an interior province 
of Luzon, w ith no one present besides 
the natives except the few American 
guests, I sat down to as fine a dinner as 
it was ever my good fortune to attend. 
There were spotless linen, fine crockery 1 
aud tableware in abundance, cut glass 
and silver, while the menu embraced a 
multitude of finely cooked dishes, with 
champagne and other wines. Fish, flesh, 
fowl and fruit, with innumerable deli­ 
cacies, served promptly and in good 
style, kept us busy for more tbau an 
hoar, and then came the toasts, both in 
Spanish and Tagalo. So far as my lim ­ 
ited acquaintance with the former lan­ 
guage enabled me to follow the speak­ 
ers, I gathered that the substance of all 
the speeches consisted of praise of the 
liberator, as Aguinaldo is styled, aud 
bis counselors and soldiers, aud the 
pledging of faith to the Republica F ili­ 
pinos, accompanied by occasional allu­ 
sions to America, which were invariably 
greeted with applause. 
An American 
medical officer, who was one of the 
speakers, took occasion to announce 
that a cable had just been received to 
the effect that the United States had 
demanded of Spam an indemnity of 
$90,000,000 or the cession of all her 
East India possessions, and that Spain 
bad acceded to the latter alternative. 
This statement was received with a 
shout of approval, and there followed 
vivas in rapid succession to the United 
States, President McKinley, the Ameri­ 
cans, Aguinaldo, the Philippine repub 
lie and everything else their enthusiasm 
could suggest, Aguinaldo himself pro­ 
posing vivas for the Americans. 
This sentiment is not simply an ex­ 
pression of present policy, but is gen­ 
uine on the part of the great masses of 
the people. They are immensely pleased 
with the Americans, who have come so 
far ueross the sea to overthrow the pow 
er of their immemorial oppressors, 
lu 
my judgment, this is ail the masses care 
for, to be relieved from Spanish rule 
and burdensome taxes, aud it the Amer­ 
ican government gives them this they 
would be perfectly satisfied with the 
present status were it not for the influ­ 
ential classes urging them on to the sup* 
poit of an independent republic. 
At 
present the influence of the leaders is 
powerful. 
Aguinaldo is almost vener­ 
ated a* “ El Libredor, ” aud the idea of 
an independent government under the 
protection of the United States has tak­ 
en 
strong hold upon the class compos­ 
ing his army. 
It is on this basis they 
cheer the Americans, aud they always 
are careful to include the Republica 
Filipinas in all such sentiments. 
Returning from the banquet to our 
host’s residence, we indulged in the in­ 
evitable siesta preparatory to attending 
the graud ball in tho evening. 
It was 
held at the house of a wealthy planter, 
a spacious mansion, aud was attended 
only by the president aud bis staff, the 
local officials and their families, a few 
visitors from Manila aud our party of 
four. The people generally were haviug 
festivities of their own at other houses. 
In every respect the bail was such as 
would be given at the bons# of a 
wealthy aud refined American family. 
Aguinaldo and his staff aud the Ameri­ 
can officers were iu uniform, while the 
other gentlemen were in civilian even 
mu dress. 
The ladies were attired iu 


rich costumes ox «moroitiered she ana 
pina cloth, made in the FHipinostyl® 
and decorated with diamonds. The dis 
play of diamonds was extraordinary. 
There were 
finger 
rings, earrings, 
brooches, pins, hair 
ornaments 
aud 
even watches studded with them, soli 
tairos and clusters. Rich as was this dis­ 
play, both in costume and ornament, 
there was no vulgar ostentation. 
The 
taste for bright colors was evident, but j 
harmony of color aud artistic effect were 
characteristic of every costume. 
I despair of being able to describe the | 
native dress so vividly as to briug a pie- : 
tare of it before an American reader—a 
somewhat narrow skirt of silk with a 
long train, a waist of pina cloth with 
wide sleeves and a collar piece of the 
same material covering the shoulders 
and reaching half way down the back, 
aud in front the ends fastened together 
with a brooch just above the waist. 
Pina cloth is as fine as silk, but quite 
stiff, and is of native manufacture from 
the fiber of the pine palm. 
Its stiffness 
causes the rolled collar to stand out 
from the neck and the large sleeves to 
hang entirely free from the arms, per­ 
m itting free circulation of the air aud 
promoting the comfort of the wearer. 
in compliment to our hosts the lady of 
our party wore one of these costumes. 
President Aguinaldo expressed his pleas­ 
ure at .this honor paid his people by the 
American lady. 
She was not only the 
first American lady iii Pampauga, but 
the first to wear the national dress of 
the Filipinos. 
There was nothing except the style of 
furniture aud architecture aud the color 
of the dancers to remind me that I was 
not attending a ball in my native land 
if I except my inability to converse bril­ 
liantly in Spanish. 
The music was su­ 
perb, the highly polished hard wood 
floor perfect for dancing, the guests 
were good dancers aud the etiquette of 
the ballroom correct. 
For refined cour­ 
tesy recommend me to the educated 
Filipino. 
He plays the host aud guest 
with equally delicate courtesy aud re­ 
finement. He is spotlessly clean in per­ 
son aud raiment aud a thorough gentle­ 
man. Nothing but an unreasoning prej- 
ndice against color would prevent him 
from being a welcome guest in any 
American house. The same may be said 
of the ladies. As for color, they are very 
light, even when there is no admixture 
of white blood, especially the native of 
Pampauga. 
The tint is not that of the 
American mulatto or half caste African, 
but a brighter brown or light yellow. 
Of course as one goes downward in the 
social scale he comes in contact with 
customs that do not charm bim, bot in 
the main he finds personal cleanliness 
everywhere, associated strangely with 
an indifference to cleanliness in sur­ 
roundings that it is difficult to compre­ 
hend. 
A little after midnight we withdrew 
from the ballroom a n d were soon sound­ 
ly asleep on our palm mats on the floor 
of our entertainer, from which we were 
aroused at 6 o’clock in the morning to 
take the train for Manila.

Prince Albert of Monaco has recently 
reported the success ol experiments in 
deep sea dredging made w ith a portion 
of the money he receives from the gam­ 
bling hall at Monte Carlo, which is the 
chief exhibit of his little realm.
